CUSTODY AWARDED TO HER BY 
JUDGE WITHROW. 


Probably Final Ending of Habeas Cor- 
pus Proceedings That Have Kept 
the Courts of Two States 
Busy for Six Months. 


Judge James E. Withrow refused the ap- 
Plication of Harry L. Edwards Friday fora 
writ of habeas dorpus, commanding his 
wife, Jessie P. Edwards, to surrender to 
him their 9-year-old daughter, Willie May.

child to her mother as the more fit of the 
parents to have her. 

By the terms of the decree little Willie 
May will remain in the custody of er 
mother for one year, at least, unless the 


court decides to revoke its decree during | 


that time. 

Whether Mrs. Edwards will retain pos- 
session of her daughter permanently de- 
pends upon her conduct during the period 
of probation, If, at the end of that time, 
she can show that she has been a careful 


and considerate custodian and that her 
character has not been besmirched,by any 
conduct subsequent to the decree, the order 
awarding the custody of the child to her 
will be made final and may never again 
be cuestioned. 

The courtroom was crowded wh attor- 
neys and interested spectators wh€n Judge 
Withrow ascended his bench at 10 o'clock 
Thursday. Harry L. Edwards, the peti- 
tioner, again sent word that he was con- 
fined to his bed in Vernon, Tex., with a 
fever and could not be present to hear the 
court’s decree. He was represented by his 
attorney, John O. Marshall. 

Mrs. Edwards, handsomely gowned, but 
pale from the strain of the occasion, oc- 
cupled 4 seat in a remote corner of the 
courtroom. Her eyelids were red from 
the tears she had shed during the night 
before from contemplating the ossibility of 
being separated from her child by the 
court’s decree. Near her sat Ernest G. 
Goldsmith, her attorney, her sister, Mrs. 
Ruth Alice Taylor of Fort Worth, Tex., 
and the child, Willie May. The latter 
fanned her mother constantly and caressed 
her affectionately. At intervals she cried. 
4howi that she appreciat the occasion 
and understood that she might be separated 
from her mother. | 

‘Judge Withrow’s opinion was brief. It 
was written and occupied but a few min- 
utes in reading. It is as follows:

Mrs. Edwards clasped the child tightly 
in her arms and covered her face with 
kisses as Judge Withrow concluded the 
reading of his decree.

Phe decision of the court, while a vic- 
tory for Mrs, Edwards, is a great disap- 
ointment to! her in some respects. It al- 
ows Edwards to renew the proceeding at 
any time he May desire and she must go 
to the trouBle and expense of answering 
every time he asks the court for revef. 
She expected the decree of the court to be 
final and to terminate for a specific time 
at least any effort on the part of the fath- 
er to get possession of his child in a court 
of iaw. Mrs. Edwards says she has no 
doubt ehe will retain the possession of 
Willie May, although Edwards = should 
should bring a proceeding to inquire into 
Rer right to it, but she says she dreads 
to be harassed and annoyed {n such a way. 

Mrs. Edwards cannot take Willie May out 
of 8t. Louls without the permission of 
Judge Withrow within a year. ‘She says, 
however, that this order is no inconvenience 
to her, as sho has taken up her residence 
permanentiv at 3426 Pine street. 

Little Willle May has been the cause of 
elx proceedings at law for her possession 
between her parents within the last six 
months. 

According to testimony adduced at the 
hearings of the various cases in this city. 
Mr. and Mre. Fdwards separated in Decem. 
ber, 189%. They quarreled over the posses- 
sion of the child soon after the separation 
and Mrs. Edwards instituted suit in the 
District Court at Fort Worth, Tex., in Feb. 
ruary. She dismissed this proceeding ina 
few days and Fiwanis filed a similar suit. 
Mrs. Edwards brought Wiilie Ma 
Louis before she was served wit 
of her husband's proceeding.

tion of Iron, Steel and Tin Plate Workers 
of the United States expire at midnight 


to-night, and if operations are to continue 


with the present employes the new sched- 


cepted before that time. However, the 
situation turns out in the end, it is cer- 


tain that not all of the mills will be con- 
cerned in a stoppage of operations. 

A number of manufacturers have already 
stated their intention to sign the scale 
and the workers believe that before mid- 
night others who have not made any decia- 
ration will accept the terms and renew re- 
lations with the organization. From the 
attitude taken by some of the manufac- 
turers it is sure that some of the mills will 
not work after to-day with their present 
employes*? At some of them the scale of 
the Amalgamated Association has been paid 
and the manufacturers are willing to pay 
the new rate, but with the association it- 
seif, they will have nothing to do. This 
may cause trouble, but as work is so pien- 
tiful it is thought the men will quietly seek 
employment elsewhere as they did at the 
Moorhead plant, where the firm refused to 
recognize the organization and diseharged 
the puddlers, replacing them with negroes. 

Secretary John Williams, of the Amalga- 
mated Association, was sanguine, to-day 
that matters would come out all right, but 
was not bound by predictions or promises. 
He said the association is on a sufe basis, 
especially in the Pittsburg district, tnd that 
the lodges which had gone to pieces during 
the past few years had been reomanized.

OLDANTI-TRUST LAW EFFECTIVE | 


Writ of Ouster Granted Against the 
Seventy-Three Iusurance Companies 
Doing Business in St. Joseph,

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June %.-—Su- 
preme Court in banc awarded writ of ouster 
against the 73 foreign insurance companies 
doing business in St. Joseph, for violation 


of the anti-trust law. 


The ecourt denied the Attorney-General 4 
writ of ouster against the Lindell Rall- 
way Company of 8t. Louis. 

The opinion against the insurance com- 
panies was written by Marshall; Gantt, C. 
J., and Robinson objecting. specifically and 
Valliant objecting In toto. 

The court finds violation of the anti-trust 
law by maintenance at St. Joseph of the 
Underwriters’ Social Club of 8t. Joseph, 
which fixed rates for insurance according 
to the book of rates prepared by W. J. 
Fetter. Gantt and Robinson dissent from 
ousting the Newark Fire Insurance Com- 
Company, 
London Assurance Corporation, Citizens’ 
Insurance Company of New York, Union 
Insurance Company of Philadelphia or

Unimportant Property Between Shaw’s 
Garden Is Now at the Disposal 
of the Board of 
Trustes. 


A telegram Friday afternoon to the Post- 
Dispatch from Jefferson City states that 
the Supreme Court met in banc at 11:0 
o'clock, and on an opinion by Special Judge 
Krauthoff reversed the judgment of Judge 
Valliant in the Shaw will case. 

This means that all of the unimproved 
property of the Shaw estate west of Grand 
avenue cannot be sold, but that certain 
tracts can. 

The appiication for permission to seil the 

other tracts is denied for want of*sufficient 
showing that there ‘s a present necessity. 
but the denial is — prejudice to re- 
1ewal of application. 
. te his wi Henry Shaw left to.the trus- 
tees a large amount of unimproved prc p- 
erty between Grand avenue and the gardea 
and south of Tower Grove Park. All of 
this was made irallenabie. It could never 
ibe sold by the trustees, but it was prvvid- 
ed that the ground eould be jeased for res- 
idence purposes only and under restrict.ons 
for terms of 30 years with privilege of re- 
newal. 

Such leascholds @ere common in Great 
Britain, but in St. Louis, with its westward 
movement of residence centers it was al- 
most impossible to find people who wvuld 
take such long leases on residence property 
without the privilege of buying or convert- 
ing it to other uses. 

Fre city grew out around the property. 
There was need of improvements. Because 
of failure to lease tlhe property the e was 
not revenue enough to even make enlarze- 
ments of the garden contempiated by the 
will. 

Attorney F. M. Judson, for the trustees, 
asked the Circuit Ceurt to authorize the 
sale of parts of the property under restric- 
tions as to the charader of residences to be 
erected.

APIA, Samoa, June W.—Viia San Francie- 
co, June #.—Peace ahd quiet now reigns 
in Samoain marked contrast to the wariike 
scenes of two months aga. The arrival 
of the auxiliary cruiser Badger on May 
13, with the International Commission on 
board, caused a distinct change im affairs 
here. The commission Jost no time but 
went to work immediately electing Mr. 
Tripp chairman and Mr. Morgan secretary. 


The commission heid interviews, firet witi 
King Tanu and then with Maiaaf4. 
Was not at first recognized as King by ime 
commission. Janu aad his chiets! readuy 
agreed to give up their arms and stated 
that they were prepared’ to accept any 
formal government the commission mignt 
recommend, even if the kingenip was ab- 
Olished. ‘ihe fojiowing Gay Mataafa and 
his party came a:ongeide the badger, sing- 
ing songs and fiying the Samoan nag. ‘Tne 
rebels were ordered to take down tne ffag, 
which they did. The commsioners ex- 
plained to the chief that they had come 
to make peace and Mataafa said that ne 
was tired of fignting as were his chiefs. 
He said his party would recognize any 
government fixed by the commission, but 
ne hoped to have a king of Samoa, as it 
was an old established institution. Ma 

taafa readily agreed to give up the) gun 

heid by his party but insisted at as the 
‘weapons were the private p y of the 
natives they should receive compensation 
for them. The commissioners isésued a 
proclamation atating that the guns would 
either be returned or proper payment made 
for them altter all troubles had been setcied. 
This, of course, means taat payment wil 
be made as it wouid be folly to return the 
weapons. 

Mataafa’s party asked if they could be 
represented py attorneys before the com- 
mission, but their requeet was deciined. 

After the Mataafa men Nad turne@ in 
eighteen hundred rines and the Tanux sup- 
orters 200 more, ‘lanu was invited on 
board the Badger. There he was informed 
that the commissioners supported the de- 
cision of Chief Justice Chambers and that 
Tanu had been King of Samoa ever since 
the decision had been rendered. Tanu said 
that .he was oe to do anything for the 
good of Samoa and at the uest of the 
1mm resigned his ingship to 
them.

Chief Jus- 
tice Chambers wishes to resign his position 
and return to the United States, but at the 
request of the commissioners has decided to 
remain. 

Many claims have been lodged at the dif- 
ferent consulates for damages to property 
for the past few months. While not em- 
powered to take any action on these claims 
the commissioners agreed that real hard- 
ship had been suffered and it is understood 
that the commission will recommend that 
the three powers each pay the losses 
caused by its own subjects.

If suicide alana the death of Mies Slaven 
it was a most remarkable shot. The bul- 
let entered her head just above the right 
ear, cutting the upper part of the ear and 
struck the skull two inches above and be- 
hind the left ear, yet all the witnesses 
agree that when the body was found the 
revolver was in her left hand with the in- 
dex finger on the trigger. 

I. W. Gill, the undertaker, says the hand 
was rigid and held the pistol so tightly 
that when the body was picked up the 
corpse still held the pistol. The girl's ae 4 
fell flat on the floor and the hand whic 
held the revolver was under her breast, 
while the right hand extended under the 
table. The bank officials assume that if 
it should develop that the girl was mur- 
dered it would reflect discredit on the bank, 
but there has not been any intimation any- 
where that there was any fault on the part 
of any person connected with the bank. 
Mrs. Slaven, the girl's mother, was particu- 
lar this morning to make this declaration. 
She said: 

“T had thought some one secreted him- 
self in the wash room of the bank before 
the door was closed and that he shot my 
daughter. When I learned that three shells 
belonging to her pistol were found on the 
table and that no papers had been moved, 
I concluded she was loading the pistol and 
shot herself by accident. 

“Tl don't know how much money ehe had 
or whether she carried it about her. I 
thought she had considerable.’ 

Mies Slaven’s life was insured in the Fra- 
ternal Aid Association for $1000. The bank 
officials say that the Fraternal Aid Asso- 
clation does not pay suicide claims and the 
fast ly would lose the $10% if it should be 
shown that the girl killed herself.

60,000 MeN WILL BE IDLE. 


The Tin Plate Mills All Over the Coun- 
try Are Preparing tc 
Close Down. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., June 29.—As a result of 


the failure to settle the tin plate wage scale 
at the Chicago conference, all the tin plate 
mills in the country are preparing toe c:0s¢ 
down, and to-morrow at midnight there will 
be a genera] suspension. Nearly 60,000 men 
will beb thrown idie by the shut-down. How 
ong it will last is a matter of speculation. 
Circulars have been sent out to all the 
lodges notifying them of the non-success 
of the Chicago conference, and it is expect- 
ed that the sentiment of the men on the 
yuestion will reach the local officials Mon- 
day next. 


JOHN T. M’CANN IS STILL FREE. 
The Authorities Seem In No Hurry to 
Send Him to Prison. 

No steps have been taken by the authort- 


ties toward sending John I. McCann to the 


Workhouse. There Is an apparent dispo- 
sition to award the decision of the Supreme 
Court on the principles involved. 

Mr. McCann was fined $100 in the First 
District Police Court for refusal to pay 
a license of $25 as a real estate agent.

I also showed them how 
my efforts had resulted in increased as- 
sessment of franchises. which increased the 
revenue of the city about $30,000. This may 
have influenced them not to crowd me un- 


duly. 

“Tl wish to have it understood that’ I 
am not fm a defiant attitude. I am s'mply 
resisting the tax because I am convinced it 


is unlawful and I cannot conscientiously 
pay it.”’

The captain says he is meeting with fair 
succees. Since June 7 over 9) men have 
offered their services to the Government. 
Recrults for the infantry branch of the 
service are ‘ynost desired. These are hur- 
ried at once to the Presidio at San Fran- 
cisco, to be sent to Gen. Otis when they 
have become real soldiers. 

Capt, Bailey believes the volunteer army 
will be popular as enlistments are for only 
two years, unless sooner discharged. He 
expects that many state militiamen will 
join the voiunteer army. As far as the 
officers know now the conditions and re- 
quirements will be the same as those con- 
trolling enlistments for the Spanish war.
